NARBERTH PLAN IS 
EXPLAINED IN DETAIL 



Soon To Be Put In Operation 



The complete details of the Nar- 
berth Plan— exactly what it is, how 
it will work and how the consumer 
will benefit — were explained last night 
to a good-sized audience of citizens ot 
the borough, at the town meeting held 
in the Arcade Theatre. The principal 
speaker was W. R. D. Hall, chairman 
of the General Committee that ha** 
had charge of the plan, and A. B. 
Ross, also a resident of the borough, 
who is known as the "father of tlio 
Xarberth Plan." After Mr. Hall had 
spoken, Mr. Ross answered a number 
of questions asked by men and women 
in the audience. 

A brief outline of the Xarberth 
Plan, as explained by Mr. Hall, fol- 
lows: 

The first step in putting the Nar- 
berth Plan in operation will be the 
formation of an informal association 
each member of the association agree- 
ing to pay dues of fifty cents a mor.th. 
As Mr. Hall said, "It will cost you 
fifty cents a month, for two or three 



householders will learn by experience 
to order less frequently than they 
have been accustomed to order and 
they will order in larger quantities. 
Those who pay cash will not have to 
bear the burden of the expense en- 
tailed upon the retail merchant in 
conducting a credit business. As the 
retail business is conducted to-day, \ 
every consumer has to pay his share 
of delivery costs and his share of the 
expense of maintaining a credit busi- 
ness, whether he enjoys a reasonable 
number or an excessive number of 
deliveries and whether lie pays cash 
or gets credit. The Narberth Plan 
will make possible every service that 
the present system provides, but con- 
sumers will only be charged delivery 
costs for their own goods. In this 
way the consumer will know exactly , 
what he is getting and exactly what | 
he has to pay for it. | 

Moreover, any member of the asso- 1 
ciation will have the right to go to 
the store of the retail merchant co- 
operating in the plan, and by paying 
cash and carrying his goods, pur- 
chase anything he wants at the Nar- 
berth Plan prices, which will, of 
course, be less the 5-cent delivery 
charge and the 1-cent credit charge. 

At the conclusion of his talk Mr. 
Hall announced that an opportunity 
would be afforded each resident of the 
borough at an early date, to enroll 
as a member of the association with 
the view to giving the Narberth Plan 
a trial, adding, that if there were any 
persons present who wished to signify 
their willingness to co-operate with

The plan has 
been submitted to consumers, retail- 
ers, wholesalers and bankers and has 
been indorsed by representatives of 
each of these groups. Mr. Ross is an 
acknowledged expert in matters of 
food supplies and food merchandising, 
and we are indebted to him for tho 
Narberth Plan. Not this evening, but 
later, we will ask you if you are 
willing to co-operate with us in giving 
this plan a fair test. You -can't lose 
more than fifty cents a month for two 
or three months. If the plan is a 
success, as we have every reason to 
believe it will be, you will be assured 
of standard food supplies at better 
prices than is possible under the pre- 
vailing methods of buying/' 

The monthly dues paid by the mem- 
bers of the association will be used \ 
to pay tlie salary of a secretary, who 
will transact all the business of the 
association^ and of course, any other 
incidental expenses, such as station- 
ery, printing and postage. When the 
plan is in operation the secretary will 
collect orders for goods from the 
members who will be supplied with 
price lists. These orders will be as- 
sembled and turned over to the retail 
merchant who, based on his bid, has 
agreed to handle the business for the 
members of the association. The goods 
will be delivered at the homes of the 
members at schedule times and at 
the end of each month the secretary 
will present to the members bills for 
their purchases, and collect the 
money, which ho will deposit with the 
bank that has agreed to co-operate 
with the Narberth Plan. The bank, in 
turn, will settle with the retailer. 

Before the plan is inaugurated, each 
member will be asked to estimate the 
approximate expenditure of his house- 
hold for staple groceries for the 
period of a month and he will then 
deposit with the bank cash to that 
amount or a demand note for that 
amount. The money thus deposited 
remains in the bank from month to 
month as a guarantor of the member's 
financial stability and may, of course, 
be withdrawn by a member at any 
time that he or she wishes to with- 
draw from the association. The secre- 
tary will be in close touch with the 
bank at all times and should a mem- 
ber, in his purchases, exceed the 
amount of his deposit or the amount 
of his note, the bank will notify him 
and he will increase his deposit or 
note proportionately. 

Under the Narberth Plan there will 
be a charge of five cents for each de- 
livery, and there will foe a charge of 
one cent for

On March 2 the petitions of State- 
wide candidates may be put in circula- 
tion and March 23 those for local can- 
didates can be put out. Apriil 11 is the 
last day for filing petitions of State 
candidates and April 3 the last day fcr 
the filing of petitions of local candi- 
dates. 

Nomination papers for candidates of 
parties that now have no legal place 
on the ballot may be filed any time up 
to September 6. *

Also in April the 
amendment came before the House at 
Harrisburg and Mrs. Charles Verna 
was the delegate selected to repre- 
sent us, but, we must add, with regret 
it was defeated. 

A telegram urging National Prohi- 
bition as an economic war measure 
was sent to President Wilson. 

In October our members undertook 
the registration of all women residing 
in Xarberth for the Woman's Commit- 
tee of the Council of National Defense, 
Two card parties were also given 
during the year by the entertainment 
committee to help raise funds, as 
money we must have to further our 
work. 

While our organization, as a body, 
did no actual war relief work almost 
all our members have worked faith- 
fully with our local Red Cross and 
the Main Line Canning, Cent.or at Ard- 
more. Of course we all hope that the 
Federal Amendment will pass success- 
fully in Washington on Janaury 10, 
but we have become rather accustom- 
ed to defeat, in Pennsylvania, so if 
it does not get a majority vote, let 
each one of us put our shoulders to 
the wheel in 191S and work harder 
than ever to (bring about that which 
we all so earnestly desire — Equal Suf- 
frage.
